W ASHINGTON’, Doc. 20.— The arms conference naval 
committee which faces a perplexing situation in its effort 
to agree o h limitation of submarine strength tonight post- 
muled its next m eeting until W ednesday so that the French 
'■ft: possibly the Japanese might receive from home offic­ 
ials more definite instructions regarding the compromise 
proposal of the American government. 
All indications here, however, pointed to continued ob­ 
jection to the American plan by both the Japanese and the 
French groups. 
At the same tim e, the Americans and 
British appeared to feel that in offering to scale down their 
submarine fleets to 00,000 tons each, they had made a m ax­ 
imum concession in the interest of an agreement. 
In these circum stances more definite shape was assumed 
by the movement for a later conference to be attended by a 
large number of nations, for another examination of the 
w hole submarine problem and for a future meeting o f the
